DRURY-LANE. 


Mr. Kean performed Sir Giles Overreach on Saturday Evening with 
admirable effect. This character could not, perhaps, be rendered 
tolerable on the Stage by any other performer of the present ‘day. 
Mr. Kean has stamped it, by his peculiar genius, his exclusive pro- 
perty, and confers on it a valuc that few could credit without beholding 
his masterly and astonishing exertions in expressing the selfishness, the 
malignancy, and the fury, of the sordid wretch. His acting, through- 
out, met the most distinguished applause, but especially at the’ con- 
clusion where he sinks under the violence of his desperation. Mr. 
Munpen’s Marrall was a highly amusiug performance. Mr. Coorer 
represented Wellborn tolcrably well. The other characters were very 
suitably supported.

COVENT GARDEN. 

A very numerous and elegant audienee were attracted here. on 
Saturday Evening, by the highly favorable report ,from all quarters 
of the.performance of Juliet by Miss F. H. Kexty, On this second 
occasion.of her appearing as the interesting heroine in the most. capti- 
vating of Shakspeare’s Plays, she received the same well-merited 
applause she obtained on the first night, and has thus fixed herself in 
public opinien as the most delightfuljand able represeutative of the 
character since the days of Miss O’Neill. 


Miss Ketty possesses a depth of feeling whieh is sure to reach the 
heart, and: which renders her acting like reality, She enters, entirely 
into the character, and seems actually impressed;with all she utters. 
This gives her an indescribable power over her anditors, who think not 
of the few occasional defects of voice which are produced. by, the very 
earnestness of her performance, The Garden-scene is beautifully 
represented—it is ali nature, and in its most winning form—the scene 
with the tired nurse is charming—that where she Jearns Romeo's _ba- 
nishment is acted with great effect. The reproach tothe: Nurse for 
saying “ Shame to Romeo !” was delivered with infinite spirit—and her 
concluding line of “ Oh what a wretch was I chide him so!” struck 
the audience so forcibly with its touching truth of expression, that 
immense applause followed. Her acting in the scenc where she 
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swallows the sleeping-potion was appalling—and the last sad one at the 
tomb, completed the entire fine effort in a manner that drew an enthu- 
siastic tribute of approbation from all parts of the house. 


Mr. C. Keitete performed Romeo with a force and effect he never 
surpassed, and amply shared in the general admiration bestowed on 
the Play. Mr. Jones’s Mercutio was very pleasant. Mrs. Daven- 
rort’s Vurse is a most rich performance. Mrs. Faucrr appeared so 
indifferent about her part of Lady Capulet that she met with a strong 
mark of disapprobation. Why should she feel wove this character ?
